the parcel post without record of de- 
livery at the local post office. Post- 
master Karie Hushes haa written to 
a number of the patrons of the post 
office in regard to Installing a system 
of checking and receipt of such par- 
cel*. 


Following is the letter Issued by the 
postmaster; 


"Dear Patron: 


"In view of the fact that insured 


parcel post matters is being deliv- 
ered without record being made 
thereof at this office, In accordance 
with the latest instructions of the 
Postmaster General, it'la request- 
ed that inasmuch as you are the 
recipient of a large number of In- 
sured parcels, the. necessity of in- 
stall in 5 a system of checking the 
receipt of such.parcels la respect- 
fully called to your attention. ''• 


"As the'matter of 
adjusting A 


loss and the payment of indemni- 
ties is based 
upon the sworn 
statement of the addressee, the In-, 
staliatlon of a system of checking 
the receipt of parcels, so as 
to 


make sure that your answers as to 
whether a particular article has 
been received Is correct, would ap- 
pear a business necessity. 


"Should any insured parcels be 


received by you which do not give 
the name and address of sender, 
record should be made of the num- 
ber of the parcel, the date of re- 
ceipt and the name of the office of 
mailing. In order that, should In- 
quiry be made regarding such par- 
cels, the fact of their receipt will 
be reported."
